Educational Endowments (Ireland) Commission. 

SCHEME framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, for the 
future Government and Management of the Educational Endowments of and 
belonging to “ Rainey’s School, Magherapelt,” in the County of Londonderry. 

Whereas Hugh Rainey, of Magherafelt, in the County of Londonderry, by his 
Will, dated April 11, 1707, gave devised and bequeathed to his executors therein 
named all his worldly concerns ; upon trust to lay out the same upon the purchase 
of a freehold estate of the value of 400 1. per annum, of which estate he left the one 
moiety to certain of his kindred, in the manner and’ subject to the conditions and 
upon the limitations in the said Will mentioned ; and the other half or moiety of 
the same estate he devoted and set apart for pious uses, for ever, as follows : — He 
directed that a suitable schoolhouse should be erected in the town of Magherafelt, 
as in the said Will specified, and he ordered that his executors should put into the 
house, in the month of November, in the year I7l3, and in each succeeding year, 
eight boys, sons of parents who were of good repute, and reduced to poverty, and 
that the boys so admitted should be clothed and fed in the house appointed for that 
purpose for three years, and that in the month of November, in the year 171G, 
and in each succeeding year, eight of the said boys should each be bound to such 
trade or occupation as should be judged most fit for his genius ; and should be 
given a suit of new clothes, and for an apprentice fee fifty shillings in money, and 
should be put into a family of good repute ; eight boys so qualified to be still put 
out, and eight put in, by liis executors, at November in every year, for ever ; and 
further that if the income of the one moiety of the said estate should not be a 
sufBcient fund for the support of so many poor boys, then their number should be 
reduced to so many as could be decently brought up ; and the said testator further 
directed that two old grave and good men, known Christians, such as really feai’ed 
God, well, qualified to read the Scriptures, sing p.salms, and pray morning and 
evening, and who should take pains to instruct the boys and make them aisp to pray 
apart morning and evening, should be also maintained ; and that if any of such old 
men should be found defective, or unable to perform such duties, he should be outed, 
and another wrote for to the Presbytery of Lllster, who should be found very capable, 
and fit to be an instructor of youth ; and the said testator further directed that an 
allowance should be made to the old men aforesaid for clothes, and that they should 
diet with the hoys, and be over them, as in the said Will provided ; and the said 
testator also bequeathed to the poor of the parish of Magherafelt the sum of 5 1. 
Yearly ; and to the Presbyterian minister that should have the oversight of 
Magherafelt, the sura of 5 1. yearly ; and f oi' the encouragement of a schoolmaster 
to teach the poor orphans, or such as should not be able to pay, the sum of 2l. 
yearly ; and further that if it should happen that either the old men or boys did not 
behave as above expected, then it should be in the power of bis executors, or such as 
were only life renters of his estate, to turn them out, and put in such as should be 
deserving ; and the testator recommended that his executor's should take proceedings 
for confirming his Will by a short Act of Parliament, in order that it might be 
put out of the power of any that should be intrusted with his property to misapply 

the same : 

And whereas the said Hugh Rainey died shortly after the date of his said Will, 
and probate thereof was on May 19, 1708, granted to Thomas Ash and John Rainey, 
the executors therein named : _ 

And whereas, in or about the year 1713, in execution of the trusts of the said Will, 
a schoolhouse was built, and a school was founded and established, at Magherafelt, 
npon certain lands, part of the estate of the Worshipful Company of Salters of the 
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City of London ; and a farm of land containing 12 acres or thereabouts was acquirutl 
for tlie pui*poses of the said school, which farm was held at a rent from year to year 
under the said Company : 

And whereas the executors above-named died without fully carrying out the trusts 
of the said Will, and one Thomas Ash, a nephew of the testator, afterwards purchased 
partly with the assets of the testator, and partly with borrowed money, certain free- 
hold lands in the County cf Down, being the lands mentioned in the Second vSchedule 
hereto, which were then of the value of -iOO L. per annum, but subject to a moitgaffe 
to secure the sum of 2,4181 i., borrowed as aforesaid : ° 

And whereas by a private Act of Parliament, 11 Geo, II. , cap, 2, intituled, "An 
Act for rendering the charily devised by the Will of Hugh Rainey, late of Maglmrafelt, 
in the County of Londonderry, gentleman, more efiectual,” it was recited that one 
William Ash Rainey was then in pos.session of the said lands, and had several sons; 
and certain provisions were made for the management and letting of the .said lands; 
and it was enacted that, in lieu of the moiety of the estate of the testator applicable 
to the said Charity, the lands mentioned in the said Act and in the Second Schedule 
hereto, .should stand charged with the yearly renteharge of 175 1., late Irish currency, 
equivalent to Kil L 10s. Or/., present currency, payable to His Grace Hugh, Lord 
Archbishop of Armagh and Primate of all Ireland, and to his snccessors for ever, by 
two even portions on every lirsi, day of May and first day of November, for the 
supporting, maintaining, educating, and placing out to trades or occupations, 24 
boys, under the trusts, and subject to the nomination, in and by the said Will 
declared and provided : 

And whereas, for many years after the passing of the said Act, the school founded as 
aforesaid was carried on and maintained, in the buildings and in connection with the 
farm aforesaid, by means of the said renteharge, but the schoolhouse was permitted 
to fall into decay, and became unsuitable for the reception of pupils, and the said 
rentchai'ge became insufficient to maintain the number of boys mentioned in the said 
Act, and the number of pupils became greatly reduced : 

And whereas, in the year 18C2, the said Company of Salters offered to vest a ,'site 
situated in the town of Maghorafelt, together with such ground and appurtenances 
-as the ( Jompany should appropriate for the purposes of the said .school, in trustees, or 
otherwise legally to .secure the .same, for the use of the school, and at their own cost 
to build a new schoolhouse, and to as-sist in maintaining the school therein, upon 
certain terms to be embodied in a Scheme to be settled and approved in Chancery, 
and upon the further terms that the former schoolhouse and premises, and the said 
farm coimected therewith, should be surrendered to the said Company : 

And whereas, by an Order of the Loi’d Chancellor of Ireland, dated January 21, 
1 S(j 3, a Report of Eilward Litton, E.scpiire, Master in Chancery, was confirmed, 
whereby it was, anrongst other things, reported that the last male representative ot 
the testator’s executors died in the year' 1847, that the estate of the testator, then 
■worth about 4,000 1. per anirxua, was vested in different pev.sons, subject to the said 
rentchai'ge of 161 1. 10 s. 9 <1. for the support of the said Charity ; that the entire 
management of the said Charity had devolved upon the Archbishop of Armagh, who 
was in receipt of the said renteharge as ti-ustee under the said Act, andw'ho had coiu- 
mitted the local oversight of the school to the rector- of Maghei-afeit, by 'W'hose advice 
the said Ai'chbishop, by reason of none of the descendants of the said testator being 
in pos.ses.sion of the .said estate, had, for some years, nominated the hoys for admission 
to the said school ; that a schoolmaster -was appointed instead of the “ poor old men’’ 
mentioned in the said Will ; that the change in the value of money had rendered it 
impossible to feed, clothe, educate, and apprentice 24 boys out of the funds produced 
by the said renteharge, and that the Charity could not then be conducted in the 
ananner intended by the testator ; that there were then only seven boys in the insti- 
tution, and that the house was in a state of decay ; that the existing schoolhouse 
slrould be surrendered to the Salters Company, and the .said farm should be no longer 
I'etained, and that the above-nrontioned offer of the said Company should be accepted ; 
and by the same Order a Scheme was confirmed, whereby it was, amongst other 
things, provided that the building proposed to be erected by the said Company, with 
such grounds and appurtenance.s as the said Company should, appropriate for the pur- 
poses of the .school, should be legally secured for the use of the school in perpetuity; 
that the renteharge of IGlL 10s. Qd. should be applied for the use of the school, 
under the direction and control of the Archbishop of Armagh ; that a well-qualified 
schoolmaster should from time to time be appointed by the Archbishop of Armagh for 
the time being ; that the general direction and control of the school should be vested 
in the Archbishop of Armag’h for the time being, who should have power to dismiss or 
discontinue the schoolmaster or other teachers; that the school should he open to 
day boys only ; that the pupils should receive elementary education as in the said 
Scheme mentioned, and as the said Archbishop should from time to time direct, and 
should he regulai'ly instructed in the Holy Scriptures ; that instruction should hr 
given p'atia to 30 boys, lo of whom should be from time to time nominated by the 
Archbishop of Armagh for the time being, and 15 by the Salters Company ; and 
that the school should be open to such boys of good conduct as might deshe to 
attend it : 

And whereas, in the year 1864, a new schoolhouse .and teacher’s re.sidence were 
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erected by and at the cost of the Salters Company, upon the site described in the 
First Schedule hereto, and the school was established, and has since been carried on, 
upon tlie said premises, which are vested in the said Company, under the name of 
‘'Wnsy’s Foundation School, Maghcrafelt,” as a school for intermediate education, 
the said school was maintained until April 1, 1888, partly by means of the said 
rentebarge, and partly by means of annual contributions from the said Salters 
Company, amounting to the average sum of 180 1. per annum or thereabout.s : 

And whereas the Salters’ Company, having in the year 1887 sold their estates in 
the neighbourhood of the said school, have, since April 1, 1888, discontinued their 
fljinual contributions to the maintenance of the said scliool : 

And whereas certain accumulations of the said rentcharge of Kill. 10m. 5)d., 
received by the Most Reverend Marcus Gervais, Lord Archbishop of Ai-magh, now- 
deceased, wei’e in or about the year 1864 invested by him in the purchase of the sum 
of 34-8 17 a. Sd., Government New Three per Cent. Stock, which sum. with the 

above-mentioned rentchargo, afteiwards under the Irish Church Act, 1809, became 
vested in the Representative Church Body, and the greater part of tlie said Govern- 
ment Stock has since been sold, and the pi’oceeds thereof have been applied in pay- 
ment of the salary of the schoolmaster, and for other pni-poses of the .school, since 
the discontinuance of the annual contributions of the Saltei-s Company : 

And whereas the Salters Company, by writing under the hand of their clerk, 
dated April 13, lH8f), have declared their intention to vest the markets, flax stores, 
and grain stores, at Maghcrafelt, mentioned in the Third Schedule hereto, in a 
•' Markets Committee,’’ subject to an annual payment of 120 L, to be secured by way 
of rentchax-ge, upon the said premises, upon the terms that the said “Markets 
Committee ” shall be responsible for the payment of the said rentcharge, and shall 
covenant to hand over the said premises, subject to the said rentcharge, and any 
profits that may accrue in the course of the management of the said premises, to the 
Town Commissioners of Magherafelt, if and when constituted, and in the meantime 
shall devote any such profits to the maintenance of the property and the improve- 
ment of the town ; and the Salters Company, desiring “ to promote the interests of 
the inhabitants of the town, irre.spective of creed and of any limits of the oiiginal 
tmst of Rainey’s Foundation,” have requested the Commissioners under the 
Educational Endowmients (Ireland) Act, 1885, “ to take the necessary steps for the 
application of the rentchai'ge proposed to he secured upon the markets and other 
premises aforesaid, to the undermentioned purposes, namely : — 

“ £. 66 per annum to be applied to Rainey’s Foundation School. 

“ £. 54 per annum to be applied to the educational requirements of the Roman 
Catholic Body of the town and neighbourhood ” : 

And whereas all the properties, funds, securities, and moneys now held or appro- 
priated in trust for or applicable to the purposes of the said .school, and the rent- 
charge proposed to he secured as aforesaid, constitute Educational Endowments 
within the meaning of the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, and the 
said Act applies to the same : 

And whei'eas it has appeared to the Commissioners under the said Act, after due 
inquiry, that it is expedient to make provision for the future government and 
management of the said Endowments, in manner hereinafter appearing : 

Therefore, from and after the date of this Scheme, being the day upon which 
the Lord Lieutenant shall by Order in Coxmcil declare his approbation thereof, 
the said Endowments shall be held, governed, managed, and applied, for the 
pui-poBes, with the powers, under the conditions and provisions, and in the manner 
hereinafter set forth, and not otherwise, any previous Act of Parliament, Letters 
Patent, Statute, Chai-ter, Deci'ee, Order, Scheme, Will, Deed, Instrument, Trust, 
or Direc^on, relating to the subject-matter of this Scheme, to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


Preliminary. 


1. For the pujmoses of this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires, the Interpretation of 
following terms shall be interpreted as follows : — ^ terms. 

“ The Act ” shall mean the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

” The Govemors ” shall mean the governors of Rainey’s School, Magherafelt, 
liereW incorporated. 

"The School” .shall mean the educational institution heretofore existing at 
Magherafelt, and known as Rainey's Foundation School, and shall include any other 
school for the time being managed, maintained, or aided by the govenior.s under this 
Scheme. 


“ The Rainey Endowment ” shall mean and include the site, buildings, land, and 
other premises described in the First Schedule hereto, and all furniture, appli^ce.s, 
goods, and chattels thereunto belonging, and shall also include the annual rentcharge 
of 161 /. 10 8. 9 d., mentioned in the Second Schedule hereto, and ail sums due or 
wevuing on account of the said rentchai'ge, and all aiTcai’S accuinulations and 
investments thereof, and so much of the proceeds of the above-mentioned sum or 
17 s. 3 f?.. Government Stock, as shall not have been applied to the pm-poso.s ot 
the school, and all other property, real and personal, held or posse.ssed or recoverable 
(22S) ^ ^ A 2 '^y 
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by any person or body, under the jii ovihiuiis or upon the ti'usts of the herciuhefoie 
recited Will of Hugh Kainey, or of the hereinhcforo recited Act of Parliament or 
Scheme, and applicable to the purposes of the school. 

“ The Salters Endowment” shall mean and include the annual rentcharge of 1201 
proposed to bo secured upon the markets, lands, buildings, and premises mentioned 
in the Third Schedule hereto, and all sums due and accruing on account of the said 
rentcharge, or which may be paid or payable in respect thereof, and all arrears 
accumulations and investments thereof. 

" The Endowments ” shall mean and include the wholu of the Rainey Endowment 
and such portion of the Salters Endowment as shall for the time being be applicable 
or available for the pu^oses of the school; and shall also include all other property 
real and peraonal, which may hereby or hereinafter become or be vested in the 
governors for all or any of the pui-poses of this Scheme. 

" The General Synod ” shall mean the body known as “ The General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland,” or other the supreme legislative authority for the time being of 
the Church formerly e.stablished by law, and referred to in the Irish Church Act 
1869, as the Church of Ireland, hereinafter referred to as the said Church, and shall 
include any authority duly empowered, under the constitution of the said Church, to 
represent or act for the Genera Synod in that behalf. 

“The Archbishop” shall mean the Archbishop of Armagh, for the time bein«, 
appointed in accordance with the constitution of the said Church, and shall include 
any other person duly empowered xmder the said constitution to exercise, in the diocese 
in which the school is situated for the time being, the authority now vested in the 
Archbishop. 

“ The Diocesan Council ” shall mean the body known as the Diocesan Council 
of the diocese in which the school is situated for the time being, appointed in 
accordance with the constitution of the said Church, and shall include any 
authority duly empowered to perform the functions now performed by the Diocesan 
Council. 

“The Select Vestry ” shall mean the body known as the Select Vestry of the 
palish of ilagherafelt, appointed in accordance with the constitution of the said 
Church, and shall include any authority duly empowered to perform the fimctions 
now performed by the select vestry. 

“ The General Assembly ” shall mean the body known as “The General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland,” or other the supreme authority for the time 
being of the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, constituted in accordance with the laws 
of the said Presbyterian Church, and shall include any authoi’ity duly empowered to 
represent or act for the General Assembly in that behalf. 

“ The Presbytei'y ” shall mean the body known as the Presbytery of Magherafelt 
in connection with the General Assembly, constituted in aecoi'dance with the laws of 
the said Presbyterian Church, and shall include any authority duly empowered to 
perform the functions now performed by the Presbytery. 

“ The Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education ” shall mean the body incor- 
porated under that name by the Scheme framed under the Act for the government of 
the Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

“ The Subscidbers ” shall mean the subscribers to the funds of the school, qualified 
as hereinafter provided. 

“ Intermediate Education ” shall mean education in such subjects as are or may 
be included in the programme of examinations held by the Intermediate Education 
Board for Ireland. 

“Elementary Education” shall mean such education a.s may be given in the 
National Schools which are aided by giants from the Commissioners of National 
Education in Ireland. 

“Technical Education” shall mean and include all technical instruction ancmanual 
instruction within the meaning of the Technical Instruction Act, 1889, and all other 
theoretical and practical instruction and training which may directly tend to prepare 
young persons lor agriculture, or for any industry, trade, handicraft, or commercial 
pursuit or employment. 


The Govd'ning Body. 

Incorporation of 2. Erom and after the date of this Scheme, a governing body shall be formed 
Governing Body. for the futtire government and management of the school and of the endow- 
ments ; — 

It shall consist of four ex-o^eio governors, or governors nominated by ex-o^cw 
governors as hereinafter pi’ovided ; four representative governor's j and such and so 
many additional governors as may from time to time be elected as hereinafter 
provided. 

The ex-o^cio governors shall be the Archbishop, the Moderator of the General 
Assembly, the incumbent of the parish of Magherafelt, and the officiating minister 
of the fii-st Presbyterian congi-egation at Magherafelt, in connection with the General 
Assembly ; all for the time being. 

The Archbishop, and the Moderator of the General Assembly, may each, from time 
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to time, by wi’iting under his hand, nominate a suitable person to act as a governoi- 
in his place, and during his pleasure. 

Of the four repre.sentative governors, one shall be elected by the Diocesan Council, 
two shall be elected by the Presbytery, and one shall be elected by the Select Vestry, 
as hereinafter provided. 

3, The first representative governors shall, in the first instance, be such and so Election of 
nrany of the following per.sons as, at the date of this Scheme, shall be qualified, able, Representative 
and willing to act as governors, namely : — Governors.

The govemora for the time being shall constitute a body corporate, by the name of 
"The Govermors of Rainey’s School, Magherafelt,” with perpetual succession and a 
common seal, and power to acquire and hold property, real and personal, for the 
purposes of this Scheme. 

4. Tlie above-named governors, representing the Diocesan Council, the Presbytei-y, Appointment of 
and the Select Vestry, respectively, shall hold office until the thirty-first ^ay of SepresenL-itive 
December first happening more than twelve months after the date of this Scheme, Go'^emors. 
and in the said month of December, or in the preceding month of November, and in 

the month of November or December in every year thereafter, the Diocesan Council 
and the Select Vestry, respectively, may each elect one qualified person, and the 
Presbytery may elect two qualified persons, to be representative governors, who shall 
hold office foi’ the calendar year commencing on the first day of January after their 
election, or until they shall vacate office as hereinafter provided. 

If and whenever any of the said electing bodies shall fail to elect a representative 
governor within the period hereinbefore appointed, the other governors may co-opt 
a qualified person, of the same religious denomination to which the outgoing governor 
belonged at the date of his appointment, to fill the vacancy, and each person so 
co-opted shall hold office until the electing body represented by him shall elect a 
representative governor to take his place. Unless and until additional governoi*s 
shall be elected as hereinafter provided, the e.x-off.eio or nominated governors and 
the representative governors for the time being shall constitute the govei’ning 
body. 

5. If and whenever the governors shall deem it expedient, they may, by i-esolution EleoUon of 
passed, on due notice, with the concurrence of not less tlian two-thirds of the full Addition^ 
number of governors for the time being, co-opt one or more persons of experience in 
education, or subscribers to the funds of the school, or persons otherwise specially 
qualified to assist the governors in the dischai-ge of their functions under this Scheme, 

not at any time exeeedmg four in all, to be additional governors. Every additional 
governor so co-opted shall hold for office such period a.s the governors may fix, or until 
amajoi'ity of the full number of governors for the time being, by resolution passed on 
due notice, shall revoke his appointment, or until he shall vacate office as hereinafter 
provided. 

6. Whenever and as long as the qualified subscribers .shall amount to ten or more in Eleetioa 3f 

number, an annual meeting of the subsexibers shall be convened by the governor.s, at Addltionil 
.such time and place as the govei-nors shall in each yea.r appoint, and at each annual ^ 

meeting the qualified subscribers present may elect one additional govenior for 

every ten quj^fied subscribers present and voting ; pi’ovided that the number of 
additional governors elected by the subscribers shall not at an^ time exceed four. 

^ch additional governor elected by the subsexibers shall hold office until tlie annual 
meeting of the subscriber’s next after his election, or until he shall vacate office as 
hereinafter px’ovided. 

The Subacribers. 

7. The following persons, herein referred to as qualified subscribei's, .shall be Qualifications nt 
eixtitled to attend the meetings of the subscribers, and to vote, in person and not 

otherwise, in the election of additional governors. 

(ft.) Persons who, at any time befox’e or after the date of this scheme shall 
have subscribed not less than Ten pounds in one sum, to the funds of the school.

(i.) Past pupils of the school who, having been educated as pupils theveiu for 
not less than three acadenucal years, sliall, after* the date of tliis Sehome, sul- 
sc*i*ibe not less than Five pounds in one sum, to the funds of the school. 

(c.) Persons who, after the date of this Scheme, shall annually suhscrtlje uot 
less than One pound to the funds of tlie .school ; provided that uo person shall he 
qualilied to act or vote fus an annrial snb.seriber until a period of six months shall 
have elapsed from the date of the payment by him of his first annual subscrip- 
tion, nor unless his subscription for the current calendar year shall have been 
paid. 

IS. The governors shall cause a register to be i-cgularly kept, in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, containing the names and last known addresses of the 
qualified .subscribers, and the particulars of the payments constituting their respec- 
tive qualifications, The said register may be corrected from time to time Ijy the 
governors, or at any meeting of the subscribev.s, and the same, when signed by the 
chairman of any meeting of the governors or of the subscribers, and certified to be 
correct by the secretary or other officer appointed for the purpose, shall be conclusive 
evidence that those named therein, and none others, are qualified sub.seribers for the 
time being under this Scheme. 

0. Within one month, but not less than one week, before the first day upon which 
any election of i*cprosentative governors might bo held, the governors shall cause 
notice to be sent to the secretary or other person authorised to convene the electing 
body, and within the same period before the day appointed for each annual meeting 
of the subscribers, the governors shall cause notice of the meeting to be sent, by post 
or otherwise, to the last known addi*ess of each qualified subscribe!*, accompanied 
with such information as the governors shall deem .sufficient to enable each subscriber 
receiving the .same to attend, and to vote in the election of additional governors at 
the meeting. 

10. No person shall be qualified for appointmunt as a representative governor, or 
for election by the subscribers as an additional governor who is not resident within 
twenty miles of the town of Magherafelt. Every out-going governor, if otherwse 
qualified, shall be eligible for re-election. If at the date of this Scheme any of the 
above-named repve,scntative governors shad have ceased to be qualified, or shall be 
unable or unwilling to act as a governor, and whenever thereafter any repre.sentative 
or additional governor .shall die, or resign by writing under his hand, or become 
bankrupt, or refuse to act, or become incapable of acting, or shall for the period of 
twelve months fail to attend any meeting of the governors, his office shall thereupon 
become vacant, and the fact of the vacancy, with the cause thereof, shall be recorded 
in the minutes of the governors. As soon as conveniently may be after the occur- 
rence of each vacancy among the repre.sentative governors, the remaining governors 
shall cau.se notice thereof to be given to the body whom the governor vacating office 
shall have represented; the body aforesaid may thereupon appoint a qualified person 
to fill the vacancy, and if they shall fail to do so within three months after notice 
given as aforesaid, the remaining governors .shall co-opt a qualified pei-son, of the 
same religious denomination to which the oxTt-going governor belonged at the date 
of his appointment, to fill the vacancy. Each pex*son so co-opted shall hold office 
until the electing body i*epresented by him .shall elect a qualified person as a repre- 
Hontative governor to take his place, or until he .shall vacate office as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Vesiine/ and Transfer of the Endoxvments. 

11. From and after the date of this Scheme, the Rainey Endowment, aud all 
moneys due on account thereof, and all rights, powers, and remedies for the recovery 
or collection thereof, shall, without any new conveyance or instrument, become and 
be vested in the governors, and shall be thenceforth held by them and their successors 
for ever, upon and for the trusts and purposes of this Scheme ; subject to the condi- 
tions and provisions herein contained, and to all such rents, charges, tenancies, l*ights, 
easements, and liabilitie.s as at the date of this Scheme may lawfully affect the same. 
From and after the date of this Scheme, all property, secu!*ities', goods, chattels, 
and moneys held or payable by any person or persons in trust for, or applicable to 
the purposes of the school, or recoverable or payable on account of the endowments, 
shall be delivered, transferred, and paid by the person or persons posses.sed thereof, 
or bound to pay the .same, to the governors, and the receipt of the govei*nors, duly- 
executed as hereinafter provided, for any delivery, transfer, or payment hereby 
directed, shall be a good discharge for the person or persons making the .same, and 
he or they shall uot thenceforth be answerable for the application thereof. 

12. From and after the date of this Scheme, the sum of 06 1. per annum, poition 
of the Salters Endowment, and all moneys due on account thereof, and all lights, 
pow’or.s, and remedies for the recovery or collection thereof, shall, without any new 
conveyance or instrument, become and be vested in the governors, and shall be 
thenceforth held by them and their 8ueeessoi*H for ever, a.s part of the Endowments, 
upon and for the trusts and purpo.se.s of this Scheme. 

From 
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From and aftex- the date of this Scheme, subject to the provisions of any other 
Scheme which may hereafter be framed under the Act respecting the same, the sum 
of o 4 ?- pel' annum, the x-emainder of the Salters Endowment, and all moneys due 
on account thereof, and all rights, powers, and remedies for the x*ecoveiy or collec- 
tion thereof, shall, without any new conveyance or instrument, become and be 
vested in the Anuagh Roman Catholic Board of Education, and shall be thencefox-th 
held by the said Boai-d and their successors for ever, upon trust to apply the same, 
diiectly or through a local school committee established or veeoguLsea by the said 
board, to the edxxeational requircment.s of the Roman Catholic inhabitants of the 
town and neighbourhood of Magherafelt, in such manner as shall from time to time 
seem best suited bo the wants of the locality and the requirements of the Roman 
Catholic pupils belonging thereto ; provided that until the said board shall have been 
incorporated, all the powex-s and functions of the said board under this Scheme shall 
and may be exercised by the Ruiiian Catholic Archbishop of Armagh and the Roman 
Catholic Parish Priest of Magherafelt, for the time being, with two laymen, resident 
in the town of Magherafelt or within twenty miles thei*eof, whom the said archbishop 
and parish priest may, from time to time, by writing undei- theix' hands, appoint to 
act with them in that behalf. 


Trusts of the Endowments. 

13. From and after the date of this Scheme, and subject to the conditioms and 
provisions herein contained, and to any special trusts or eondition.s lawfully aifecting 
my part thereof, the endowments and all or any other pi'operty of or belonging to 
the governoi’s. or available for the pux-poses of this Scheme, sixall be held by the 
governors upon trust to maintain, or to aid in maintaining, in or near the town of 
Magherafelt, a .school to be called “ Ramey’s School, Magherafelt,” in which hoai-dex-s 
or clay pupils, or both, may be received, and in which instruction shall be given in 
such branches of intermediate or of technical education as the govenxors shall, from 
time to time, think best suited to tho wants of the locality and the requirements of 
the pupils. 


Application of the Endowments. 

lA All moneys received by the governors mxder or for the pui'poses of this 
Scheme, shall, subject to the other provisions herein contained, and to any special 
trusts or conditions upon, which any pax-t thei’eof may be received, be expended and 
applied by them for the following purposes, or fox* such and so many of them a.s the 
govenxors shall, fx’om time to time, deem expedient : — 

(ft.) To maintain the school buildings, furniture, appliances, and premises in good 
order and condition, and to make such additions thereto, and such improvement.s 
therein, as may be required fx'om time to time. 

(h.) To pay all rents, taxes, cost of insurance, and other chax'ges necessarily or 
properly payable out of or for the school px-cmises, and to defray the necessai-y 
working expcnse.s of the school, and the cost of managing the school an<l the 
eudowments. 

(c.) To maintain an ofKcient teaching staff for the school ; for this purpose the 
governors may supplement the salai-ies and emoluments of such teachers and moni- 
toi's as may be entitled to salaxy, fees, or emoluments from any other sources, and 
may employ and pay all such teachers as they may deem it expedient to employ for 
the instruction of the pupils attending the school, or any evening classes connected 
therewith, including teachers qualified to give instiaiction in natural and experi- 
mental science, drawing, handicraft, Iiusbajidry, and such other special subjects of 
intermediate or technical education as the governor.s shall deem suitable oi‘ useful 
for any sufficient munber of the pupils. 

(d.) To xuaintain a .sufficient household and dome.stic .staft'; to px'ovide suitable 
hoard, lodging, and accomxnodation for the x-esident staff of the school, and for such 
pupils, if any, as shall be admitted to board in the school ; and to provide clothing 
tor pupils requiring such assistance. 

(«•) To provide exhibitions and prizes for the mo.st desexwing pupils ; .such exhibi- 
tions and pidzes may be awarded in such maimer as the governoi's may deem best 
calculated to benefit the pupils, and may be so given as to enable or encourage 
desexving and capable pupils, who requii*e such assistance, to continue their education 
at the school longer than they could otherwise do, or to obtain special in.stniction ox- 
more advanced education elsewhere. 

(/•) To px’ovide free scholar.ships to be gi'anted and held upon the conditions of 
this Scheme. 

iO-) To advance in life deserving pupils whose circumstances are such that they 
assistance on leaving school. Such assistance shall, in eaclx ca.se, be given with 
^g'M'd to the circumstances and needs of the pupil receiving the .same, and may 
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be given as or towards outfits or apprenticeship fees, or in such other mode and 
.subject to such conditions, ns the governors may consider most advantageous. 

(h.) To defray any other expenses incurved in giving effect to the purposes of this 
Scheme. 

1.5. The Governors may collect, receive, acquire, and hold donations, suhsciiptions 
devises, bequests and other additional endowments, veal or personal, and may apply 
the .same for all or any of the purposes of this Scheme. They may also collect 
receive, acquire, and hold donations, suhseriptions, devises, bequests, and other 
endowments, real or personal, and may apply the same for any object connected 
with all or any of the purposes of this Scheme, which shall not be inconsistent with 
or calculated to impede, the efficient workii^ of the provisions hereof. All pi'opeity 
and moneys so received or applied shall be included in the accounts to he kept by 
the governors under this Scheme. 

IG. The governors may make all arrangements from time to time necessary to 
enable them to obtain for the school from the Intermediate Education Board, from 
the Commissioners of National Education, from the Science and Art Department 
from the Commissioners of Public Works, or from any other public body, or under 
auy statute, such aid, by way of teachers’ salaries, results fees, prizes, provision for 
technical or other special education, and gi-ants or loans for building or other 
purposes, as may at any time be available for or open to like schools, or the 
pupils thereof ; and they may, notwithstanding anything herein contained, place 
the school, or any or all of their classes or pupils, in connection with or under the 
inspection of any such public body as aforesaid, and they may comply with any rules 
or regulations for the time being in force respecting schools or pupiLs receiving such 
aid. All money and other aid u’hich the govcraoi's may so receive, shall, subject to 
such rules and regulations, be applied by them in accordance ufith the provisions of 
this Scheme, and shall be accounted for accordingly. 


Situation of School. 

17. Unless and until the governors shall otherwise provide, the school shall be 
maintained in the building.^ hitherto occupied thereby, or in .such other buildings as 
the governors may acquire, as hereinafter provided. The governors, if and when they 
shall think fit, may remove the school to .some other convenient site or sites, or 
may acquire additional school premise.s, in or near the town of Magherafelt ; any 
buildings and premises vacated upon any such removal shall be sold, let, or othei^nse 
disposed of, to the best advantage ; provided always that no such removal shall take 
place, nor shall any agreement for the same, or for any letting, sale, or disposal of the 
existing school premises, be made oi‘ entered into by the governors, or become binding 
upon them, without the previous .sanction of the Commisi5ioner.s of Charitable Donations 
and Beque.sts for Ireland, and such sanction shall not be given unless and until the 
said Commissioners shall have satisfied themselves, upon due inquiry, that such 
i*emoval is for the benefit of the school. 


IS. Unless and until the governors shall otherwise provide, the school shall continue 
to be maintained as a day school for the education of male pupils only, but if and 
whenever the funds at the disposal of the governors shall suffice, and the goveraoi's 
shall think fit, they may provide for the admission of male boarding pupils ; and 
they may, upon such tenns and subject to such condition.9 as they shall from time 
to time think expedient, admit female pupils to the school, or to any of the classes 
or departments thereof, or to the competition for free scholarships \\nder this 
Scheme, or they may establish and maintain a separate school, or .separate classes or 
departments, or additional free scholarship, s, for female pupils. 


19. The governors may maintain an evening school or schools, or evening closes, 
for the education of pupils who are engaged during the clay at trade or bu.siness, 
and who are desirous of cai’rying on their education in the evening. The coxirsc of 
instmetion in the evening school or classes shall be arranged with special regard to 
the requirements of pupils obliged to maintain themselves by com3nercial or 
industrial pui’suits, and, in addition to the usual subjects of intermediate educa- 
tion, may comprise in.struction in practical and experimental science, chawing, 
modelling, shorthand, book-keeping, and any other 'subjects of technical education 
which the goveraoia may deem .suitable or useful for any sufficient number of tbe 
pupils. 


20. The governors may, from time to time, make such provision for the religious 
instruction of the pupils as they shall think fit ; provided that no pupil attending 
the school shall at any time be permtited to receive or to be present at any rehgioas 
instruction which hi.s or her pareut.s or guardian.s shall not have sanctioned, anc 
that the arrangements for giving religious instiuction shall be so made 
pupil attending for secular instruction only shall be thereby in effect exclude ^ 
directly or indirectly, from any of the advantages of the secular education given i 
the sehool. 
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ScholaraJiipB. 

21. The governors shall establish and maintain free scholarships in the school, to Free Schoi.- i • 
be awarded from time to time by public competition, and to be held, in the manner ’ 

and subject to the conditions hereinafter provided. 

{a.) The competition shall be by examination, held at the school once in each 
year, and conducted under the direction of the governors, at a time and in a 
coux'se to bo appointed and published by the governors not less than six months 
previously. 

(fe.) The subjects of examination shall be those of elementary education only, and 
not below the standard of the fifth class, as defined by the rules and regulations 
of the Commissioners of National Education for the time being. 

(c.) The examination shall be conducted by an examiner or examiners appointed by 
the governors, who-se report as to the merit of the candidates shall be finah 

(d.) No candidate shall be admitted unless the examiner or examiners shall certify 
that be has shown sufficient merit, and no candidate shall be permitted to compete 
more than twice. 

(e.) Tour free scholarships at the least shall be open for competition at each 
examination. 

22. Every candidate admitted to compete for a free scholarship shall be qualified Qualifications of 

as follows : — Candidates. 

(a.) He shall have made one hundred attendances at the least as a pupil at an 
elementary school or elementary schools in or within ten miles of the town of 
Magherafelt, in each of the two years next preceding the examination, and shall 
be in circumstances to require the assistance to be obtained from free education 
in the school. 

(&.) He shall be of good character and conduct, and physically and intellectually 
fitted to take full advantage of the education given in the school. 

(c.) He shall, upon the day of election, be not less than eleven nor more than 
thirteen years of age ; provided that, in any ease of exceptional urgency or 
necessity, the governors may, by special resolution, extend either of the above 
limits 01 age by not more than one year. 

(d.) All candidates shall, if required, present themselves to the govemors, 
and shall produce such evidence, and muy be submitted to such preliminary 
examination, as the governors may consider necessary to ascertain that they are 
qualified as aforesaid. 

If any question shall arise as to the qualification of any candidate, the same shall 
be inquired into and determined by the governors, whose decision shall be final. 

All candidates of the same sex shall be examined together, in the .same coui*se, and 
under the same conditions and regulations. 

23. Every pupil to whom a free scholarship is awarded shall be entitled to free Tenure of 
education, as a day pupil, in all subjects taught in the school until the end of the Scholarships 
half year in which he or she shall attain the age of sixteen years : in any case of 
exceptional urgency or necessity, or where further education or training appears 

likely to prove of permanent advantage, the governors may, by special resolution, 
permit any pupil to continue his or her education in the school, on the same tei'ras, 
after he or she shall heve attained such age, for such further period, not exceeding 
one year, as the governors may think fit. The governors may deprive any pupil of 
a free scholarship, or may refuse or remove any pupil, at any time, for such cause as 
they, in their sole discretion, shall deem adequate. 

Ganaral Provisions as to the Governors and Suhsevibers. 

24. So long as tho Most Rev. Robert Knox, D.D., shall hold the office of archbishop, Cliairmnn, 

he shall be the chairman of the govemors. The governors, at their fii'st meeting, Honomvj 
and from time to time afterwards when necessary, shall fix an order of rotation in 
which each governor shall be entitled to take the chair, in the absence of the above- 
named chairman, or after he shall have ceased to hold office. At each meeting of 
the governors at which the above-named chairman, while holding office, .shall not be 
present, and at each meeting of the governors after he shall have ceased to hold 
office, the chair shall be taken by the governor entitled according to the order of 
rotation, fixed as aforesaid j or if the governor afoi*esaid shall not be present at the 
hour for which the meeting is convened, or so soon thereafter as a quumvi shall he 
io attendance, then the chair shall be taken by the governor present who is next in 
rotation according to the order aforesaid. If the above-named chairman shall not be 
present at the first meeting of the governors, the chair shall be taken at that meeting 
(223.) B a 
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by a goveraoi- present chosen by lot. Three governors shall constiture a auov 
All matter.s and questions shall be determined by the majority of the ?over^*^ 
present ; in every case of equality of votes, the chairman of the meeting shall li 
a second or casting vote. The governors may appoint out of their nmnber^'''^ 
honorary secretary, or honorary secretaries, and such other honorary officers as th^^ 
shall think fit. 

At each meeting of the subscribers, those present shall elect one of their numbei- 
to preside for the occasion. Ten subscribers shall constitute a j-aorum of the 
subseribei's. All matters and questions shall be determined by the majority of the 
subscribers present, or voting by proxy, as tbe ease may be. In every case of 
equality of votes, the chairman of the meeting shall have a second or casting vote 

25. Within one calendar month after the date of this Scheme, and once at the 
least in every three months thereafter, the governors shall meet at the school, and 
they may also meet at such other times and places as they may from time to 'time 
appoint. At each meeting held at the school, the governors shall take the 
opportunity of examining for themselves into the condition of the school premises 
and the efficiency of the education given therein. Notice of every meeting of the 
governors shall be given to each governor by the honorary secretary, or other 
officer appointed in that behalf, three clear days, or such other time as the 
governors may direct, before the meeting. Any three governors may at any time 
summon a special meeting of the governors, giving notice to each governor six clear 
days, or such other time oa the governors may direct, before the meeting, specifying 
in such notice the object thereof. Any ten subscribers may at any time summon a 
•Special meeting of the subsci’ibers, sending notice, by post or otherwise, to the last 
known address of each subscriber, ten clear days at the least before the meeting, 
specifying in such notice the time and place of meeting, and the object thereof. 
Every meeting of governors or subscribers may adjourn for the completion of its 
business to such time and place as those present may appoint. No business other 
than that mentioned in the notice shall be transacted at any special meeting. 

26. Minute books shall be kept by the govemor.s, in which all their proceedings, 
and those of every meeting of the subscribers, shall be duly entered. All deeds 
and other documents, sealed with the common seal, and signed at any meeting of 
the governors by the chah-man of the meeting and two other governors, shall be 
held to be validly executed on behalf of the governors. Every governor shall, at or 
before the first meeting which he attends, sign a declaration, in a book to be kept 
for that purpose, of his acceptance of the office of governor, and until he shall have 
signed such declaration he shall not be entitled to act a.s a governor. 

27. The governors may, from time to time, appoint a committee or committees, 
each consisting of any two or more of their number, to visit the school, to super- 
intend and carry into execution any orders, rules, or directions of the goveraors 
with re.spect to the pui-poses of this Scheme, or to manage such business as the 
governors may deem it expedient to depute to a committee. The governors may, if 
they think fit, appoint a ladies committee to aid in the domestic management of 
the school, or in the education of the female pupils. The governors may fix the 
quorum, define the duties, and regulate the proceedings of every committee as they 
may think fit. 

2S. The governors may from tjine to time make such by-laws and regulations as 
they shall consider convenient and needful for the good management of the school, 
for summoning and I'egulating the meetings of the Subscidbers, for carrying out the 
election of governors, for canying out the competition for free scholarships, and for 
effectuating the other purposes of this Scheme; provided that no such by-law or 
regulation shall be inconsistent with the provisions of this Scheme, and that the 
same may be repealed, altered, and amended by the governors as they may from 
time to time think: fit. The governors shall present to the subscribers at each annual 
meeting a report upon the condition of the school and the progress of the pupils 
during the preceding year-, with the last reports of the auditor and inspector, and such 
further information as the governors shall think fit, or as the subscribers shall require. 

29. Subject to the provi.sions of this Scheme, the governors shall have and exercise 
general supervLsion and control over the school ; they shall determine the various 
branche.s of education to be taught therein ; they may from time to time fix the 
terms upon which the daily or boarding pupils shall be received, and shall make such 
provision as they shall think fit for the reception and care of the pupils, and for the 
maintenance of order and discipline in the school. Subject to the provisions herein- 
after contained as to the vested interests of individuals holding office at the date of 
the passing of the Act, every head master, teacher, officer, and other person employed 
in the service of the school, shall be removable by the governors for such cause as 
they shall deem adequate, or upon reasonable notice, or upon payment of a I'easouablo 
sum, not exceeding six months’ salary, in lieu of notice ; provided that no head 
master shall bo removed except upon a resolution of the governors, passed at a special 
meeting summoned on due notice, nt which not less than, one- half of the numbei; of 
governors for the time being shall be present, and confirmed at a subsequent meeting 
of the governors held at an interval of not less than one week or more than five weeks 
” after 
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after the fir.st meeting, and at which not less than one-half of the governors for the 
time being shall be present, and that an opportunity of being heard at each meeting 
shall be given to the head master concerned. No person appointed after the 
date of this scheme to any paid office or employment under the governors, or 
becoming entitled under any such appointment to any salary or emolument out 
<jf the endowments, shall be capable of Decoming or shall continue to be a governor. 

80. The governors shall cause to be kept regular accounts of all their receipts and 
tlisbursements, in such manner and form as may be from time to time prescribed or 
approved by the Local Government Board, and the aecount-s for each year ending the 
thirty-first day of December, or such other day as the Board may appoint, or an 
abstract thereof, in such form as the Board shall prescribe or approve, shall be sub- 
mitted for audit on or before the first day of March following, or such other day as 
the Board may appoint, to an auditor of the Local Government Board, or to some 
other competent authoi-ity to be appointed or ax^proved by the Board. The Local 
Government Board may fix, and the governors shall pay, such reasonable sum a.s 
shall be neces.sary to defray the cost of audit. The governors shall keep an account 
with such bank as they may from time to time select, and all moneys receivable 
or payable by them, except petty cash, shall be lodged to or drawn from such 
account, and every cheque snail be signed by two governors, at the least, thereto 
authorized. 

31. The inspector to be appointed by the Lord Lieutenant in pursuance of the Act, 
section 17, shall inspect the school once at the least in each year, and so much oftener 
as the Lord Lieutenant may direct, and shall present his reports thereon to the Lord 
Lieutenant ; the remuneration of such inspector, when fixed by the Loi’d Lieutenant, 
shall be defrayed by the governors out of the endowments. 


Head Master and Assisiaii? Teachers. 

32. Subject to the pi-ovisions of this Scheme, the governors shall appoint from time 
to time, upon such terms as they shall think fit, and at such salary and with such 
emoluments as they may deem sufficient, a head master of the school. Whenever a 
vacancy shall occur in the office of head master, or .shall be about to occur in conse- 
quence of notice given either by the governors, or by the head master, the governors 
shall give public notice of the vacancy, and thereupon, at a meeting specially 
summoned for the purpose, they shall proceed to elect a head master by open voting. 
In the election of the. head master a preference shall be given, if a suitable candidate 
can be found, to a graduate in arts or science of one of the universities of the United 
Kingdom. 

33. After conference with the head master, the goveimors shall from time to time 
determine the number of assistant teachers to be employed in the school, and shall fix 
their salaries and the mode of payment thereof. The head master shall appoint the 
assistant teachers, subject to the approval of the governors, to be recorded in their 
minutes ; and every assistant teacher shall be removable by the head mastei-, or by 
the govoi'uoi's, for such cause as he or they shall deem adequate. 


Management of Proi^erty. 

34. The governors shall, from time to time, make such arrangements as they may 
deem expedient for the custody of their common seal, and of all deeds and documents 
belonging to the endowments, for the management of the property vested in them, 
for keeping proper maps and records of holdings and tenancies, for the appointment 
of an agent or agents, and for the employment of a .solicitor or solicitor’s, and of such 
bailiffs and other officers as they shall find it expedient to employ to assist in the 
management of the endowments. Every agent shall be required to give sufficient 
security for the faithful pei'formance of his duties, and to furnish an account to the 
governors once, at the least, in each year, and in such account to include all rents and 
other income due and payable up to the gale day next preceding the date of furnishing 
the account. 

35. The governors may make agricultural or occupation leases and lettings of land 
from year to year, or for any term of years not exceeding forty years ; and leases of 
buildings from year to year, or for any term not exceeding ninety-nine yeai's ; and 
leases for building or improvement for any term not exceeding two hundred years ; 
«o that every such lease and letting shall take effect in possession upon or within 
three years after the making thereof, and shall be made at the highest rent that may 
fairly and reasonably be obtained, and without fine. 

36. The governors may, in such manner as they, with the consent of the Com- 
mmsioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests, shall deem most expedient, sell, 
exchange, let upon tine in fee-farra or for any term, mortgage, or otherwise dispose 
of, all or any part or parte of the lands and buildings, not being required for the 
pui-poaes of the school, which may be vested in them, so that every such dealing 
saall be carried out to the best advantage, and that all money obtained theieon,

othei’ than current rents, shall be treated as part of the capital of the endowments 
and shall be invested or otherwise disposed of in accordance with the provisions 
hereof. 

Investments. -57. Tho governor.? may from time to time sell any of the personal property 

(except lands or buildings), or of the funds and seciudties vested in them, and may 
invest the moneys arising therefrom, or other the capital of the endowments and 
may also invest and accumulate any surplus or x’esidue of income not requh-’od in 
any year for the purposes of the school, in any of the public stocks funds or 
securities of the United Kingdom, or of any colony or dependency thereof; or in 
the stock of the Bank of England or of the Bauk of Ireland; or upon freehold or 
leasehold securities, or in the purchase of perpetual rents or rentcharges, in the 
United Kingdom; or in the bonds, debentures, or mortgages of any municipal, 
commercial, or other joint stock company or corporation, carrying on business or 
constituted for any purpose, in the United Kingdom or any colony or dependency 
thereof ; or in any other securities sanctioned by law, or by the practice of the 
High Court of Justice, for the investment of trust funds. The governors may from 
time to time vary such investments, and they may from time to time resort to the 
accumulations of income from any previous year, and may apply the same for the 
purposes of this Scheme ; they may retain in their existing state of investment, so 
long as they shall think fit, all or any securities which may from time to time he 
received by them for the purposes of this Scheme, provided the retention of such 
securities does not involve the governors, or the endowments, in any pecuniary 
liability. 

Provisio'n, fov Vested Interests and Sv^porannuation. 

Vested Interests. 38. Every individual who at the date of the passing of the Act held, and at the 
date of this Scheme shall continue to hold, any office, place, employment, pension, 
compensation, allowance, or emolument mrder or arising out of the endowments 
hereby tran.9fevred to and vested in the governors, shall continue to hold, and shall 
be entitled to receive the same from the governors, rrpon the same terms, and in the 
same manner in every respect, so far as the amount of the income of the endow- 
ments may suffice, as he or she held and was entitled to receive the same at the date 
of the passing of the Act, and every such individual shall remain bound to perform 
the same and all like duties for the governors, so long as his or her employment 
shall continue, as he or she would have been bound to perform for his or her existing 
employers if this Scheme had not passed ; and hLs or her .employment may be 
determined by the governors at any time after the date of this Scheme by dismissal 
for the like cause, or on the same notice or payment in lieu of notice, by the 
governors, for or on which such existing employment might have been determined 
if this Scheme had not passed. 

Superaunuation. 30. The governors may grant to any officer in their employment who, otherwise 
than from misconduct, shall become incapable of further duty, or whose services 
shall no longer be required, such retiring allowance or gratuity, to be fixed by the 
governors^ with cUre regard to length of service and to the circumstances of his or 
her employment, and to the amount of the endowments, as the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests shall approve. 


Payment of Expenses. 

Paymenii of 40. The governors, subject to the other provisions of this Scheme, shall pay out 

Expenses. of endowments, all charges which under the provisions of the Act shall be 

properly and necessarily payable by the governors, for the costs and expenses of 
this Scheme, or for audit or inspection, or for other purposes. 

Discharge of existing Governors. 

Discharge of 41. Immediately after the date of this Scheme the Most Reverend Robert 

existing Groremors. Knox, D.D., Lord Archbishop of Armagh, and the representative chui’ch body, 
respectively, or other the existing governors of the school, or trustees of the 
endowments, shall proceed to pay and discharge, out of the moneys in his or their 
hands, all the salaries, outgoings, and liabilities due or payable by him or them up 
to the date of this Scheme, including his or their costs of and incidental to the 
preparation of this Scheme (such costs, if any, to be taxed and certified by the 
proper officer of the High Court of Justice in Ireland), and shall prepare a final 
account of his or their receipts and disbursements on account of the endowments, 
commencing from the last audited account, and shall submit the same for audit to 
the Local Government Board, or to some other competent authority to be appointed 
or approved by the Board. Upon such audit, the net cash balances remaining^ in 
the hands of the said archbishop, representative church body, or other existing 
governors or trustees, or of his or their bankers, or of any other person on his or 
their account, shall be ascertained and certified, and thereupon the same, and all 
securities held by the said archbishop, representative church body, or other existing 
^ ^ governor 
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governor or trustees, shall be forthwith tronsfeiTcd or paid to the governors, to be 
by them held and applied for the purposes of this Scheme, and accounted for 
accordingly- The said archbishop, representative church body, or other existing 
governors or trustees, and any other person or persons having custody thereof for 
him or them, shall, at the same time, deliver to the governors all books, documents, 
and other chattels and effects belonging to the endowments, and thereupon the 
said archbishop, representative church body, and other existing governors and 
trustees, shall be discharged. _ All debts and other sums then accruing or payable 
to or recoverable by the said archbishop, representative church body, or other 
existing governors or trustees, shall thereupon and thencefoi-th accrue and become 
payable to or recoverable by the governors, and all sums then payable by and 
r^ecoverable from the said archbishop, representative church body, or other existing 
covornors or trustees, and all contracts and liabilities then binding upon him or 
them in respect of the school or of the endowments, shall thereupon and thenceforth, 
to the same extent and out of the same funds, be payable by and recoverable from 
and binding upon the governors. 

Printing of Scheme. 

The governor.s .shall cause this Scheme to he printed, or shall procure printed Printing <jf 
copies thereof, and .shall keep the same for sale at a reasonable price. Scheme. 

Altaraiion of Scheme. 

43. This Scheme may be altered from time to time by the Commissionei-s of Alteration of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, in any matter whatsoever, upon the Scheme, 
application of two-thirds in number of the governors for the time being, or upon 
the joint application of the General Synod and the General Assembly, or of the 
Diocesan Council and the Presbytery, but except upon such application no alteration 
shall be so made, and no alteration shall be made contrary to anything contained 
in the Act ; provided that the governoi’s shall not be deemed to have made s\ich 
application, unless the resolution authorizing the making thereof shall specify the 
nature of the alteration required, and shall have been adopted by two-thii'ds in 
number of the governors for the time being, at a meeting specially convened for 
the purpose. 

SCHEDULES EEFEREED TO IN THE FOREGOING SCHEME. 

First Schedule. — The School Premiaea. 

All that piece of ground situate on the north side of Rainey-street, in the torvn 
of Magheraielt, barony of Loughinshollin, and county of Londonderry, together 
with the school buildings, master’s house, and other erections thereon, known as 
“Rainey’s Foundation School”; which premises are more particularly delineated on 
the Salters Company’s map of the town of Magherafelt, and are thei'ein surrounded 
with a green colour, and are numbered 24 Rainey-street. 


Second Schedule. — The Rent-charge included in the Rainey Endowment. 

All that perpetual yearly x-ent-charge of 175 1. late Iiush currency, equivalent to 
161 1. 10 s. 9 d., present currency, mentioned in the hereinbefore recited Act, 
11 Qco. II., cap. 2, formerly payable to the Lord Ax’chbishop of Armagh for the 
tune being, and now payable to the representative church body under the Irish 
Church Act, 1869 ; together with all sums due and accruing on account thereof ; 
wsuing and payable out of the town and lands of Lower Ballymote, Ballygaltan, 
Grangewalls, Grangebane, the mill of Grangebane, Ballyhassett, Lower Ballyclender, 
Upper Ballyclender, Ballywaren, Tubermony, with the mill mulcture and toll 
thereunto belonging, and the quarter of Balia, in the said Act more particularly 
described; all which lands, tenements, and hereditaments are situate in the manor 
of Downpatrick and county of Down. 

Third Schedule. — The Salters Endoioment. 

•All that perpetual yearly rent-charge of 120 1. mentioned in the foregoing Scheme, 
which the Salters’ Company have proposed to secure and charge upon the markets, 
lauds, and buildings, hereinafter mentioned, that is to say : — 

1. All those several pieces of ground situate on the north side of Rainey- 
street, in the town of Magherafelt, with the several buildings and other erections 
thereon, known respectively as “ The Old and New Grain Stores,” and “ The 
Market Yard.” 


2. All that piece of ground situate on the east aide of Queen-sti’eet, in the 
town of Magherafelt, with the buildings and other erections thereon, known as 
‘‘ The Butter Market.”

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3. All that piece of gi’ound situate on the north-east side of King-street, in the 
town of Magherafelt, with the several buildings and other erections thereon 
known as “ The Flax Stores,” and also all that triangular piece of ground at 
the rear thereof, now used as a yard in connection with the said stores. 

All which premises are held in fee-simple, and are situate in the parish of 
Magherafelt, barony of Loughlinshollin, and county of Londonderry, and are 
more particularly delineated on the Salters Company’s map of the town of 
Magherafelt, an<^ are therein surrounded with a red colour, and are respec- 
tively numbered 16, 17, and 17 a, Raiuey-street ; 72 and 73 Queen-street ; and 
169 King-street. 

Together with all sums due and accruing on account of the said rentcharge. 

The sum of 66 1 . per annum, portion of the said rentcharge, together with a 
proportionate part of all sums due and accruing on account thereof, is included in 
the endowments hereby vested in the governors for the pui’poses of the foregoing 
Scheme. 

The sum of 54 1 . per annum, the remainder of the said rentcharge, together with 
a proportionate part of all sums due and accruing on account thereof, shall he dealt 
with in accordance with the provisions of the foregoing Scheme, Clause 12. 
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
